"CLANDESTINE from GERMANY to ETHIOPIA (Cumbrc OX 302 follow up) I am 

Telekom (DTK) to the Horn of Africa. It is called Vo.ee ol l-lhiopiai. Salvation (in 
Ainharie: "Ethiopia Medhin Dimts"). It broadcasts at 1600-1700 GMT (Sundays and 
Ihursday only) on 15365 kHz. After the signature tunc, listen for the opening 
announcement "Yih Ye Ethiopia Medhin Dimts New" ("This is the Voice of Ethiopian 
Salvation"). (Grccnwav Jul 7) OK. this is the one we had listed as Democratic Hritrean 
Revival as per an item in the Bulgarian Observer. Nice to have the actual name and ID 
text confirmed. I las been heard in Wyoming with a fair signal. (Johnson Jul 7)" 

If this sort of thing is useful to you. why not start working with Cumhre DX? 

DBCMS, cited in Clandestine Radio Watch #49. notes another new Ethiopian station, 
supposedly also using the Julich Deutsche Telekom transmitters. I his one. called Radio 
I ,ccdo,„. Voice of the Ogadcni People, uses 15715 Iron. 1630-1700 UTC on lucsdays 
and Fridays. I he station uses the following ID in Somali: "llalkani wa Radio Xunyo, 
Codki Un.mada Ogadcniya." If you arc working on practicing your Somali skills, this 
could be a source for you. 

ARGENTINA CLANDESTINE 

No, (hat isn't a misprint in the headline. Per Clandestine Radio Watch 114'). there was an 
Argentina quasi-clandestine program carried on WRM1. Unfortunately, Ea Voz del 
Pueblo Indigena was heard only twice on July 22 at 0030 on 9955 kHz and al 11700 on 
7385 kHz via WRMI. The station, which translates as the Voice ol the Indigenous 
People, was a one-time program in Spanish. Norberto Pugliese of Buenos Aires, a DXcr, 
was the ci.li.lv M lor the show ..ailing on WRMI. If you were one of the lucky ones to hear 
tins one-time event, their address is supposed to be Carique Rogclio Ouanuco, A1RA. 
llalbastro 17900, CP 1406. Buenos Aires. Argentina. 

CUBAN SANCTIONS WEAKENED 

As you may have seen in the press, both the US House and Senate passed legislation in 
mid'-Julv that would weaken the long-standing USA embargo against Cuba. Both the 
House ami Senate passed bills that would allow food and medicine sales to Cuba. The 
House added an amendment that would ban funding to federal agencies that enforce a 
t ISA travel ban to Cuba. The various measures arc currently in conference committee, 
but action on some liberalization of the USA Cuban embargo now appears likely in 
September. 

Christopher Marquis of the New York Times reported that two factions have emerged in 
Ihc Republican party. Agriculture and business interests are getting tired of seeing the 
Cuban market snapped up bv other countries, virtually none of which have a trade 
embargo on Cuba. 1 urlliern.orc. the Elian (ion/ale/ incident focused attention on the 
loimc.ly powerful right wing Cuban community in south Honda. In the past, shortwave 
listeners have had plenty of opportunity to listen to Radio Marti and the various Cuban 



clandcslincs and | el ndest n B the Elian incident put Miami Cuban politics on 
TV every night. It is starting to appear that Americans across the rest of the country were 
nol particularly happy with what they saw from the right wing Cubans in Miami. Hence, 
the whole Elian incident continues to be n turning point in the Cuban-American 
relationship. People like Marylysis Gonzalez have provided the best positive publicity 
that Fidel Castro has gotten in the USA for forty years. 

It will pav to keep our eyes on Ihc Cuban clandestine situation during the Tall. A major 
fissure in the Cuban-American political l""« like this will have to have some noticeable 
impact on the various quasi-clandcstines. If you notice something interesting, let us 



From Dave Kcrnick's postings on rcc. radio. shortwave lately, we are reminded of his web 
site that features interval signals from around the world. Several of these are clandestine 
stations, but a large collection of regular SWBC stations is on the site as well. The site 
contains phonetic pronunciations of the ID from every one of the dozens 0 r clandestine 
stations that he covers. In addition, a RealAudio clip or the station ID and/or interval 
signal is available for listening. 

Dave's site is al hltp://www. inlcrvalsignalj.com/clandcstinc.htm on the internet. This 
service can be an exceptionally valuable tool for clandestine DXers, especially if you are 
Irving to fish an ID out of a bunch of clandestine programming. Dave notes that Radio 
Tele Liberie on 12925 kHz around 1730 UTC, Voice of Ethiopian Salvation, and Radio 
Freedom. Voice of the Ogadcri People arc among the fresh clips that he recently put up 
on the site. If you have not checked this one out yet, it would be well worth your lime to 
do so. It's a truly amazing resource that is a wonderful example of how shortwave DXing 
and the internet can be collaborative rather than competitive.
